"We weren’t sure that 
would have solved the prob¬ 
lem of secondary school 
education in NOTL.” 

The Friends of NDSS have 
said they believe they were 
"wronged by the DSBN in the 
past several years of neglect 
that led to the closure of 
Niagara District Secondary 
School. 

"We had seriously hoped 
that the DSBN would be 
accountable to someone—if 


not the taxpayer and not the 
ministry, then perhaps the 
court of law," their press 
release stated. 

In his ruling, the judge 
upheld the decision made by 
trustees resulting from the 
Accommodation Review in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake, stating 
that the decision was made 
"in an atmosphere of com¬ 
plete procedural fairness." 

While the board has said 
it’s important to move on, 
the Friends say it’s equally 
important to remember the

judge who rejected the 
injunchon also said that the 
closing of the high school 
impacts every aspect of the 
community. 


But Rive says the problem 
is bigger than what occurred 
in Niagara-on-the-Lake.

With one of the two major 
obstacles facing Philip 
Nickel and Hinterbrook 
Estate Winery out of the 
way—the driveway will be 
realigned to suit the neigh¬ 
bours—the Committee of 
the Whole heard the con¬ 
cerns that are still preventing 


a finalized site plan control 
agreement at Monday’s 
meeting. 

The property under dis¬ 
cussion is on the south side 
of Lakeshore Road, west of 
Four Mile Creek Road. Two 
acres of an existing vineyard 
will be taken out of produc¬ 
tion for a winery building, 
parking lot and driveway. 

After agreements had 
been made in regard to the 
main entrance, the only 


issue left was that of appro¬ 
priate buffering on the 
laneway that runs alongside 
a residential property. 

Emanuele Giunta, owner 
of the neighbouring residen¬ 
tial property, told council¬ 
lors he and winery owner 
Philip Nickel "can no longer 
find any common ground." 

Giunta, who was offered 
$1,000 by Nickel to plant 
whatever type of landscape 
screening he wants as a 


buffer - which Nickel said 
amounts to roughly 40 five- 
foot high cedars - was not 
satisfied. 

“I don’t feel they should be 
on my property,” said 
Giunta. “I should not have to 
lose use of my land.” 

During questions asked to 
both Giunta and Nickel, the 
idea of putting a fence up 
instead of cedars arose and 
both parties agreed that they 
are willing to explore that 


option further. 

While both parties are far 
from agreement on several 
issues, for Giunta it comes 
down to what he perceives to 
be fair. 

“I just want things to be 
proper,” said Giunta. “I don't 
want to have to bother coun¬ 
cil anymore.” 

The two sides agreed they 
will continue to work toward 
a compromise on buffering 
between their properties.

our reserves back so we can 
afford what we’re spending.” 

He said he has heard from 
people who feel disenfran¬ 
chised, including the elderly, 
who want public transporta¬ 
tion. Instead, the town spent 
$50,000 on a consulting 
company. 


“If that’s considered good 
management, then we have a 
problem. I won't be a 'yes 
man.’ I’ll stand up for all of 
you.” 

Maria Bau-Coote, an 
NOTL native, said there is 
“magic” in town that comes 
from the five very different 
communities that make up 
Niagara-on-the-Lake. 

She said that as executive 
director of the town's family 
health team, she sees daily 
the importance of public 
transportation affects sen¬ 
iors. Sometimes patients 
come two hours early for 
their appointment to sit and 
wait because that's the only 
time they can get a ride to the

At 32, she offered to bring

cil. 

Martin Mazza, who is 
completing his first term on 
council, promised not to take 
up all the time he was offered 
to speak at the meeting—and 
didn’t. 


“I’m the candidate without 
any brochures,” he said. 

“I'm a simple man who 
lives a simple life.

It’s been a long journey for 
Steffanie and Moe Bjorgan. 

It began more than a 
decade ago when the NOTL 
Rotary helped transform the 
Bjorgan’s York Road backyard 
into one that was wheelchair- 
accessible for their son 
Garrett, says Steffanie. 

Then the family moved to 


Concession 1, where they 
established Red Roof Retreat, 
a day camp for special needs 
children run in conjunction 
with the Niagara Peninsula 
Children's Centre. 

But that wasn't enough for 
the Bjorgans—they envi¬ 
sioned an expanded program 
that would include weekend 
respite care for special needs 
children unlike anything else 
available locally. 

Thus began the fundrais¬ 
ing that eventually led to the 
purchase of a wheelchair- 
accessible bungalow on 11 
acres of property that now 
includes a play area, petting 
zoo, horses for therapeutic 


riding and weekend respite 
care so desperately needed to 
give parents a break from the 
exhausting 24-hour care their 
kids require. 

Steffanie’s dream was to 
make the large property and 
wetlands accessible, but with 
ongoing fundraising neces¬ 
sary for the operation of the 
programs, which are subsi¬ 
dized by Red Roof, she didn’t 
know how that was ever 
going to happen. 

Last week, 120 manage¬ 
ment staff from Canadian 
Tire Financial Services made 
it happen for her, arriving on¬ 
site for a day-long makeover 
of the property and several 


out-buildings. 

Each year for the last 
decade the company has 
organized a leadership day, 
when management from 
across the region roll up their 
sleeves, pick up hammers, 
paintbrushes and shovels 
and put their backs into a 
community project. 

Last week, Red Roof was 
the recipient, not only of the 
day’s labour but of $70,000 in 
materials and six weeks’ 
worth of contractors prepar¬ 
ing the site for the projects 
the managers would com-

It’s a win-win situation, 
said Canadian Tire Financial 
Services president Dean 
McCann. 

"We get the opportunity for 
camaraderie. Our senior 
leadership teams get involved 
in the community, and a 
group like Red Roof benefits. 
This is a great chance to get 
everybody together and do 
something very rewarding, 
while working on team¬ 
building skills. We’d much 
rather be giving something to 
the community than playing 
golf or attending a weekend 
conference at an expensive 


property we wanted to find a 
way to get kids to the back of 
it I f we do nothing more, I’m 
happy we’ve done this.” 

She recalls the extensive 
landscaping work the NOTL 
Rotary did to help her family 
in the early days, when they 
lived on York Road and had a 
steeply sloped backyard that 
was completely inaccessible 
for Garrett. 

“I thought then that I 
would never take anything for 
granted. That was really the 
start of wanting to give back, 
the start of wanting to do 
this,” she says. 


Ibis is a surreal moment, 
seeing the work that is going 
on. We had the conservation 
authority come in and restore 
the wetlands in the spring, 
but then we had this really 
nice natural greenspace and 
no way to get the kids back 
there. This is the completion 
of what I had envisioned for 
Red Roof Retreat, and this 
one-of-a-kind property.” 

Chris Mindorff was one of 
the management team help¬ 
ing Steffanie see her dream 
completed. He is also the 
father of Arianne, 10, who has 
benefited from all the Red 


Roof programs—day camps, 
respite weekends and thera¬ 
peutic horseback riding. 

As he hammered nails into 
the fence that will help keep 
kids safe on the playground, 
he talked about how impor¬ 
tant Red Roof is to his family 
and others. 

“I see kids using the servic¬ 
es, being able to ride a horse, 
play on die playground, come 
here for a weekend. They 
wouldn’t have those opportu¬ 
nities if it weren’t for Red 
Roof. This is very special, to 
be able to give back to Red 


Bjorgan had a long list of 
jobs for them. The play¬ 
ground area had never been 
completely fenced, so that 
was tackled. The horse bam 
needed a level floor for young 
people with mobility or vision 
problems, so interlocking 
brick was laid. A new bam 
door replaced one that had a 
tendency to freeze open or 
shut on winter days. A shed 
was built to store hay for the 
animals. Several buildings on 
the property received a coat 
of paint. 

But most important, and 
most difficult to complete, 
were the paths and bridges 
that now make the 11 acres 
accessible to all the children, 
whether in wheelchairs or on 
horses—work that required 
1.8 million pounds of gravel 
and the construction of two 
major bridges. 

“This is the end of the jour¬ 
ney," says Steffanie. 

"When we bought the
